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land, afterwards archbiſhop of Canterbury, is printed in the 
Rolls of Parliament of the reign of Henry VI. IV. 215. 
Richard de Bury was a native of Bury St. Edmund's, 
educated at Oxford, at the charge of his uncle Willoughby, 
and for his eminent. qualifications appointed preceptor to Ed- 
ward III. while prince, treaſurer to Edward II. in Gaſcoine, 
in which character he ſupplied his queen Iſabel with money 
againſt her huſband. Her fon on his acceſſion appointed him 
his cofferer, keeper of his wardrobe and. of the privy ſeal, 
which laſt office he held five years, and was one of thoſe 
preſent in the garden of Newenham priory near Bedford 1328, 
when Edward III. re-delivered the great ſeal to the biſhop of 
Lincoln (Henry Burgherſt) who had juſt before ſurrendered 
it into the king's wardrobe [zz]. The king, 1330, ſolicited 
the pope to beſtow on him the prebends held by Gilbert de 
Middleton, archdeacon of Northampton,. in the churches of 
Hereford, London, and Chicheſter [o], but theſe preferments 
ſeem to have been previouſly engaged; for Bury was collated 
to the archdeaconry of Northampton on Middleton's death 1 330, 
but ſeems to have been put by for Peter de St. Stephen, a Roman 
Cardinal [y]; was prebendary of Lincoln 1 339, which benefice 
he exchanged for a prebend of Exeter Ih and held one at 
Lichfield in the ſame year [T]. In the above recommendation 
the king calls him his © beloved clerk and ſecretary, whom he 
knew to be a man, in confiliis providum, converſationis & vite 
munditia decorum, literarum ſcientia præditum, & in agendis qui

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Suflibet circumſpettum,” He was ſent on a commiſſion to the pope py 
1331 [f] and 1333, being then ſecretary to the king, was re- 
commended to the pope's nephews [J. He was, promoted to 
the ſee of Durham 1333, being at the time of his promotion to 
it dean of Wells, and after it Chancellor of England 1334, and 
Treaſurer 1335, and dying 1345, was buried in his church 
at Durham where he fat 11 years. How well he deſerved 
his character for literature will be ſeen by his liberal endow- 
ment of a library at Durham college at Oxford, after he 
became biſhop of Ducham, to which by his will he left 
his books, which were more than all the other biſhops in 
England poſſeſſed, and had been collected by him at no 
ſmall expence [al. Petrarch, who met him at the pope's 
court of Avignon, calls him vir ardentis ingenii, and held a 
correſpondence with him about his library and collections. See 
his Philobiblon, finiſhed 1344, publiſhed by Dr. James at 
Oxford 1599, and Warton's Second Diſſertation in his Hiſtory 
of Engliſh Poetry. His charity to the poor and liberality to 


his church may be ſeen in Godwin, p. 749- 


Thomas de Garton, who ſucceeded in the office of keeper 


of the wardrobe, was one of the perſons appointed to aſſiſt the 


biſhops in removing the religious and receiving their property 


when the alien priories were ſeized into the king s hands 1324, 


18 Ed.
